Eames, 
Deputy Commissioner of Pubiic Buildings, to a 
Fosr-Disr Aron reporter this morning, that you 
ever get hoid of any of the papers published by 
the insurance companies. I do, and I can tell 
you that the department of which Lama repre.

Negro Desperadoes Attack and 
Rob Several Freight Trains.

A Posse Goes Out From East St. Louis 
and Capture the Trio— The Negroes 
Make a Terrible Resistance—One of 
Them Badly Injured—Alderman Greer 
Wounded in the Fight. 


Frank Lewis, George Freeman and Alexander 
Anderson, three bad gentlemen of color, who 
have been amusing themselves in making the 
trip from Cairo to Belleville by robbing freight 
trains and searching the train men at the points 
of loaded revolvers, came to grief six miles from 
East St. Louis shortly before noon to-day. Al- 
though they served as targets for four members of 
the East St. Louis police force and six employes 
of the Cairo Short Line road, all using seven- 
shooter revolvers, except one, who carried a dou- 
ble-barreled shot gun, the negroes escaped with 
comparatively slight injuries. Yesterday morn- 
ing the negroes boarded a freight trainfon the 
Illinois Central Road at Cairo, and refused to 
leave the train when discovered by the conduct- 
or. The brakeman was summoned to assist in 
the process of ejection, but before the train men 
could move a hand Anderson pulled a revolver 
and requested them to throw up 
their hands. While Anderson covered 
the conductor, Lewis, a murderous looking negro, 
shoved a revolver into the brakeman’s mouth and 
held it there while Freeman searched their 
pockets. Little of value was discovered, and the 
robbers gave veut to their displeasure by striking 
the brakeman on the head with a revolver, and 
informing him and the couductor that if they en- 
tered that car again, death would be the penalty.

Lewis coming to his friend’s assistance by plac- 
ing a revolver under Conductor Allen's ear. Au- 
derson then covered Brakeman Driscoll, 
who had come to the conductor’s assistance, and 
Freeman went through their pockets, taking a 
revolver from Allen, and a smali quantity of silver 
from Driscoll. Allen remarked to one of the ne- 
groes that they could do as they pieased while 
they held the revolvers, which so enraged Lewis 
that he struck the couduetor in the face with his 
weapon, inflicting an ugly gash, extending from 
the eye to the mouth. 

The negroes left the Cairo Short Line train at 
High Switch and walked along the tracks to 
Belleville, where they cut across the open prairie 
to the IIlinois and St. Louis tracks, and walked 
towards East St. Louls. About four miles from 
Belleville an old mau and woman were met, and 
compelled to submit to being searched, but noth- 
ing of value was secured. Conductor Allen of 
the Cairo Short Line arrived in East 
St. Louis in the meautime aud 
related his experience with the negroes to the 
police. A posse under the leadership of Lieuten- 
ant Dem, und consisting of Officers Staunton, 
Cooney, McDermott, Councilman George Greer 
and five employes of the Cairo Short Line, was 
orgauized and started out on the lilinois train in 
search of negroes. When near Centerville cross- 
ing the trio were sighted walking leisurely 
along the tracks. The train was 
stopped, some of the officers securing good posi-

Our dispatches from Minneapolis yestr- 
day deserved the careful and attentive perusal 
of everv merchant, business man and prop- 
erty owner of St. Louis; of every one who is 
interested in the prosperity of St. Louis. 

The prosperity of every. great city nown- 
days depends chiefly on its freight rates. 
The difference between the way in which a 
question of freight is treated by the business 
men of Minneapolis and in St. Louis de- 
serves notice.

Imagine the smallest, scrawuiest, sad-eyed, feevle- 
looking pony in the worid, so delicate that you 
would blush to put an eight-year-old child on him, 
and then only before fine chiid’s dinner. This 
animal is even smaller than the Mexican asses 
and his hoofs are scarcely larger than my thumb 
nail. Far above him, higher than his ears, is the 
saddle, which looks like a flour barrel with an 
old-fashioned quilt over it, and is just about as 
comfortable to sit on. The people do not ride 
luuch, but at the races at Yokohama last 
year ove of the Corean embassy wished to 
ride in a race.

They don’t do much work, but they eat a great 
deal, and if you send one on a message you must 
hu ve several more at hand to bring bim back.“

A DESPERATE FICHT. 


Paddy Sullivan Knocks Out Al 
Powers in New York. 


The New Lucas Battery — Ward and 
Bushong—St. Louis Players Gathering 
—Diamond Chips and Sporting Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, March 20.—The most exciting 
slugging bout that has taken place in this city for 
some time occurred at Clarendon Hall last night. 
It was also the worst managed, and the shameful 
scenes enacted before the eyes of the police were 
never eclipsed. Al. Powers of Brooklyn and 
Paddy Sullivan were the contestants, and the lat- 
ter’s tactics were such that though they won him 
the battle, they called forth cries of disapproval 
from the spectators. That the referce allowed 
Sullivan to act as he did was the occasion of much 
ill feeling, and it seemed at one time 
as though the spectators would attempt 
to interfere. The battle was a four-round Knock - 
ing-out match for $250 a side, with soft gloves. 
At 9:30 o’ciock the men 

APPEARED ON THE STAGE. 
Sullivan was accompanied by Coburn, and Powers 
by Mike Donovan. Sullivan is astocky fellow, 24 
years of age, standing 5 feet 7% inches, and 
weighing 168 pounds, Powers is about the same 
height, und. weighed 160 pounds. He is 21 
years old. Billy O’Brien was referee aud 
time-keeper. “Zhe men advanced from 
their cornerstand shook hands. Sullivan 
led at the throat and Powers countered him heav- 
ily on the face, Sullivan then rushed at Powers 
and began hugging and wrestling until both went 
over the ropes. When they returned Powers 
swung his right home on Sullivan's jaw and near- 
ly knocked bim out. Sullivan rushed back, head 
down and pushed Powers down, his head striking 
the floor heavily. When he arose time was called. 
Powers evidently had the best of the battle so 
IN THE SECOND ROUND ' 
Powers led and plauted his left on Sullivan’s jaw. 
and the latter rushed him off his feet. The crowd 
was trantie and the place was « perfect bedlam. 
In the next rush both went over the ropes, and 
when they arose Powers was thrown over again 
by his adversary, who all but jumped on him. 
Then Sullivan hit Powers on the jaw twice in 
rapid succession and the latter thumped hun in 
fine style. He could not wrestie, and Sullivan 
pushed him down and stood over him. As Pouw- 
ers attempted to arise Sullivan hit him and 
Knocked him down again. Every man in the 
house jumped to his feet and cried, “foul” and 
“shoot the referee.” O’Brien took no cognizance 
of the foul and ordered the men to fight ou, 
which they did for fifteen minutes, when time was 
called, 
THE THIRD ROUND 

was a beastly exhibition. It showedtthe referee’s 
lack of knowledge of the rules, and also his un- 
Willingness to Allow Powers any chance to win 
the night. Sullivan led on ihe nose, and Powers 
swung his right on the jaw twice in quick order. 
Then Sullivan renewed his rushing tactics and 
threw Powers over the rope twice in seven sec- 
onds. When Powers arose after the second fall 
Sullivan hit him in the face with his left and 
knocked him into a corner, where he sank to rest 
on a chair. He was then down according to the 
rules, but Sullivan caught him by the throat and 
heid bim in the chair, while he delivered beavy 
blows on the face that sent the almost helpless 
man’s head back agaiust the wali. Donovan 
claimea the fight on afoul, and O’Brien replied, 
„I'm referee here.“ Then Powers fell from the 
chair and sprawled over the stage. He gamely 
rose and was again knocked down. Sullivan 
stood over him and refused to go to his corner, 
and O’Brien refused to make him go. Again did 
Powers stagyer to his feet aud 
again did he go down before the fur- 
ious onslaughts of Sullivan, who seemed insane 
with rage. Time was called, and as Powers 
went to his corner Sullivan followed him and 
hit him until taken forcibly away by Mickey Co- 
burn, and the referee refused to entertain Dono- 
van's Claim of foul. 
IN THE FOURTH ROUND 
Powers went to the floor eight times, falling four 
times of his oon accord to avoid punishment. 
Sullivan led atthe bead and Powers countered 
him in the face.

circular of the American Humane Association. A 


sub-committee was appointed composed of 
Messrs. R. L. Henry, John W. Nanson and H. B. 
Petites to take the action proper to carrying the 
proposition into effect. This committee nas been 
talking with prominent cattle men concerning 
the evil and the best plan to prevent it. A prom 
nent cattle man said that if some plan 
could be put in operation it would not 
only ao immense good from a 
humane standpoint, but it would be wortn thou- 
sands of dollars to shippers. Up to within six 
months he declared that the railroads had not 
paid a dollar of damages to the cattle companies, 
out since then they had been eompelled to pay 
several considerable losses. The same gentleman 
said that the cattle companies ought to be willin 

to raise the whole amouat as a means of or 
protection. The gentieman immediately sub- 
scribed 8100 towards the object aimed at. A mem- 
ber of the executive committee said that if $1,000 
or $1,200 were raised the society would be abie to

A Letter From a St. Louis Mem- 
ber of the Association. 


— —— — 


Ohio River vivid Pictures of Suffer - 
ing and Distress Disposition of St. 


The following letter bes been received by the 
Post-DisPatcH from a St. Louis member of the 
Red Cross Association, who has been engaged 
with others of the association in distributing re- 
lief to the flood sufferers along the Ohio River 
from the Red Cross relief-boat Throop: 

“With flying colors and willing hands, Miss 
Clara Barton and her band of workers, repre- 
senting the branch associations of Dansville, Syr- 
acuse and Chicago, with a delegation of ladies 
from Evansville, left that city March 8, about 9 a. 
m. Co.sting slowly down the river, touching at 
every point, they distributed udiciously, 
through the aid of local relief com- 
mittees, supplies of clothing, bedding, 
coal and money, wherever it was needed., 
The Government boats having supplied the 
destitute 1 the route liberally with rations in 
the stores proffered by the Red CrossAssociation, 
much actual want and distress were alleviated. 
At West Franklin and Uniontown large donations 
of clothing ana bedding were left. At Mt. er- 
non 250 bushels of coal. At Shawneetown a large 
supply of coal and $1,200 in money. At Casey- 
ville an organization of the Red Cross was found, 
and all necessities in zthe way of supplies and 
— were left with them. Liberal donations 
were left at Weston, Ford’s Ferry, Cave-in-Rock, 
Hurricane, and Elizabethiown; also at Golconda, 
Carrsville and Smithiand, where 500 bushels of 
coal, with clothing, bedding aud cash, was put 
off. At New Liberty word was left for a requisi- 
tion to be forwarded to Paducah, and at this 
point the relief committee declined contributions 
of any description, having all necessary supplies. 
The Throop from here proceeded to Metropolis 
and landed in Cairo a little after noon, Thursday, 
Maren 13. Here Miss Barton was joined in ber 
work by a delegation from the St. uis branch. 
In Cairo the ladies were entertained by some of 
the prominent people of that city, and in the 
evening the hospitality of the Halliday House 
was extended Miss Barton and her co-workers. 
On this occasion tne National President 
80 thoroughly explained the work- 
ing, object and go consequent 
upon such an association existing in their nudst, 
and so interestingly made Known its origin, from 
the beginning, and its results abroad, to the peo- 
ple of Cairo, that they resolved at once to form an 
organization, and asked Miss Barton to return if 
possibie aud aid them in organizing a branch as- 
soctation. 3 Wiekliſfe should have u the next 
— place, but it was found impracticable to 
make a landing. Returning to „Cairo. clothing, 
provisions, etc., were shipped to the above place, 
and the boat then started up the Ohio as far us 
‘Mound City,’ where it was found that only 
& nominal number of families were in 
distress, rhaps twelve, and these received 
entire outfits, t Grand Chain the water seemed 
to have done but little damage, but two houses 
were visible onthe banks, whose elevation in- 
sured their safety: the town being situated a mile 
aud a halt back, was reported in good condition. 
Landings were made at Joppa, Brooklyn and 
Metropolis, and at each place relief was extended 
and acceptea. This latter town. from the river 
presents a sad scene oi devastation. Houses lie 

led on each other, trees are uprooted, boats cap 

seen lodged in the middie of the streets, and 
distress is stamped on everything. Leaving this 
scene the relief party steamed up to Paducah, 
where they ‘tied up“ for the night. The steamer 
Ohio being in port, Miss Barton, with her field 
agent. Dr. J. B. Hubbell, and private secretary, 
Miss R. Hamilton, called on Captain Seems, whose 
hospitality they had enjoyed from Cincinnati to 
Evausville. Here mail, pavers, etc., were received, 
and this being the last opportunity for ac- 
knowledging the same before reaching Evansville, 
the party did not leave this point until 9:30 a. m. 
Sunday. The next point was New Liberty, on the 
Lilinols bank, where two stray chimneys stood like 
sevtinels to mark the site of once happy homes. 
Houses were turned awry, having been washed 
from their pinnings. Five large boxes of clothes, 
with money for medicines, were left at this place. 
Smithland next claimed attention, where 
the boat remained two hours, it being the home 
of the captain. Another object in remaining here 
was to meet the citizens who had been invited 
‘aboard ship’ for the purpose of presenting them 
with a fund sent from Erie, Pa., by six lite chiil- 
dren. Miss Barton again made Known in ber in- 
telligent way the uses and good of the Red Cross 
Association, to which Mr. Hodge responded ina 
twuchipg manner, expressing the gratitude of the 
peopie of Smithiand, and thanking the associa- 
tion for the good they had accomplished. Things 
were here piled up in heterogeneous masses, pre- 
senting a sorrowful picture. From here the party 
went to Birdsvilie, where they remained tor the 
night, 

be boat is expected to reach Evansville Thurs- 
day morning, where a stay will be made for sev- 
eral days, and a calculation of the relief will be 
made. Those in St. Louis who 80 generously 
contributed to the Red Cross fund may rest as- 
sured that their charity was never more worthily 
dispensed, as could 12 seen the suffering 
which the eves of the Red Cross Society encoun- 
tered on this relief trip, they wouid feel tnat they, 
at least, had done their share towards the relief 
of afflicted humanity.
